Hometown hero chosen 
to carry Olympic torch 


Dolly Hand. prepares for July event

While we often think óf world leaders, movie stars and sports 
figures as "heroes" we rarely think about the everyday heroes 
who live in our community. But Belle Glade has its own "Com- 
munity Hero" and she will represent our area and our country in 


July 


Francis "Dolly" Hand has been selected 


by the Atlanta Committee for the 
Olympic Games to carry the Olympic 
Пате in the 1996 Olympic Torch 
Relay. One of only 77 Community 
Heroes" in Palm Beach County, 
Mrs. Hand will carry the torch 
on July 5 or 6. 
Extraordinary citizens - 
Community Heroes - were 
selected to carry the sacred 
Olympic flame based on their 
outstanding contributions and 
service to others and their com- 
munity. Mrs. Hand was chosen 
after her name was submitted in 
January by Renee Tyler of Belle 
Glade. Many names from the Palm 
Beach area were submitted, but 
according to Chere Brodi, director of Com- 
munications for United Way, the agency handling the selection, 
Mrs. Hand was chosen for her "outstanding volunteer work, for 
serving as a community leader, a role model and mentor, for her 


generosity and acts of kindness and her extraordinary accom- 


plishments." 

In her letter of nomination, Mrs. Tyler said "Our small western 
community has been blessed to have such a generous, warm and 
caring individual residing here, Her contributions are numerous 
and she deserves a GOLD medal for all of her goodwill and kind 
deeds." She ends her letter of recommendation by saying, "A 
smile comes across ones face when we mention Dolly Hand." 

"I'm tremendously honored," says Mrs. Hand. "When I received 
the letter, I was speechless. I'm proud of just living in Belle 
Glade. I don't feel that I do anything that others also don't do." 

Mrs. Hand will walk the torch approximately one kilometer 
(.62 miles) after the flame is lit in her torch'somewhere along the 
route in West Palm Beach. The Olympic committee will provide 
her with a uniform consisting of shorts, shirt, and socks, and she 
will wear tennis shoes. 

Now, the training begins. Come rain or 110 degree weather, the 
ceremony will continue and Mrs. Hand says she wants to be pre- 
pared. The Palm Beach County native stays in shape by walking 
several times a week, but says she will now practice walking 
while.carrying, at eye level or above, a 3 and a-half pound 
weight. That's the weight of the Olympic Torch which started 
making its way across the USA on April 27. The 84-day, 15,000- 
mile trek started in Los Angeles and the flame is transferred 
from torch to torch until it arrives in Atlanta for the Centennial 
Olympic Games on July 19. 

The history of the torch began in ancient Greece when a 
sacred truce was called so athletes could peacefully compete at 
the Olympic Games. Runners, called "heralds of peace" traveled 
Greece proclaiming the beginning of the truce and issuing the 
clarion call to the games. The custom was revived in 1936, 
adding the symbolism of a torch lit in Olympia, Greece by the 
rays of the sun. The torch relay has preceded every Olympic 
Games since then. 

The 1996 Olympic Torch relay will travel through 42 states 
plus Washington, DC, within a two-hour driving distance of 90 
percent of the U,S. population. It will visit 29 state capitalsfand

H any of you are smiling 
аз you read this, Гт sure you've 
had similar experiences. Anyone 
can experience transient memory 
lapses and it does not indicate 
that you have a more serious 
problem, such as Alzheimer's dis- 
ease, although your family may be 
convinced that you have ^it". 

Alzheimer's is a serious, chron- 
ic, progressive neurological disor- 
der that affects the parts of the 
brain that control thought, memo- 
ry, language and personality. It is 
also the most common cause of 
dementia, a major form of mental 
impairment. Currently in the 
U.S., it is estimated that 4 million 
people may have Alzheimer’s. By 
the year 2000, it is projected that 


as many as 8 million individuals . 


may have this debilitating disor- 
“der. Although younger persons 
may also develop Alzheimer's the 
disease usually occurs after age 
65. The risk of having this disor- 
der increases steadily with age. It 
is NOT, however, a normal part of 
aging. Alzheimer's causes abnor- 
mal changes to the nerve cells in 


the brain. They are identified as 
plaques and tangles in an autopsy 
— the only definitive clinical test. 
for this disease. 

The onset of this disorder is 
gradual. Common symptoms are 
forgetfulness, confusion and dis- 
orientation (such as not knowing 
where you are or not being able to 
find the right route home). As the 
disease progresses, these symp- 
toms interfere with daily activities 
causing great frustration, lan- 
guage problems and personality 
changes. The individual may be 
unable to follow directions, gets 
lost easily, forgets entire events 
and develops mood swings, Many 
reversible and treatable condi- 
tions may "mimic" the symptoms 
associated with Alzheimer's dis- 
ease. These conditions include 
depression, drug side effects, poor 
nutrition апа? changes in 


metabolism. Therefore, it is cru- 
cial to consult your physician if 
you are concerned about, yourself 
or a loved one. Keep & record of 
when the problems or personality 
changes first started and how 
long they have been occurring. 
Your doctor will need to know 
these important dates for your 
loved one's medical history. If you 
contact your local chapter of the 
National Alzheimer's Association, 
they can give you valuable infor- 
mation, assistance and knowledge 
of support groups available. 

Although Alzheimer's is a truly 
debilitating disease to the person 
affected, I believe it is much more 
traumatic, both physically & men- 
tally, to the families assigned the 
never-ending task of caring for 
their loved ones. It's important to 
give the family the support and 
hope they need. There are more 
than 16 different drugs that are 
being studied for use with 
Alzheimer's patients. Just 
because you are forgetful, doesn't. 
mean you are afflicted with 
Alzheimer’s.

Violence has a home address 
A guide to recognizing and reporting child abuse 


Information compiled from the Children's Home 
Society of Florida 


Q. When does child abuse usually happen? 

A. Children are hardly ever abused just once. 
Rather; abuse is the result of patterns of behav- 
ior in a family. The signs and symptoms may 


only be apparent as time passes. 

Q. Who commits child abuse?

The causes of child RES are complex, but cer- 
tain social and personal factors place some peo- 
ple at greater risk to abuse children in their 
care: financial stress, substance abuse, being a 
single of adolescent parent, living i in isolation, a 
history of domestic violence in the family or 
being an adult who was abused as a child. 


Q. When should I suspect physical abuse? 
A. Non-accidental and inflicted injury toa 
child may include severe beatings, burns, bone 
fractures, strangulation or human bites. These 
injuries may be unexplained or the explanation 
offered is inconsistent with the-injury. Pay 
attention also to: 

* Many bruises, welts, cuts that are in various 
stages of healing or other visible injuries that 
regularly appear on a child 

* А child's report of injury by a parent or anoth- 
er caretaker 

* Children living in homes where there is fre- 
quent domestic violence because they are at a 
greatly increased risk to also being physically 
battered. 

Children under age two with any marks from 
harsh discipline or beatings may be at grave 
risk for serious injury. Slap marks, pinch marks, 
teeth marks, grab marks all merit reporting. It 
is never appropriate to spank, shake, hit or slap 
infants, babies or very young children. Any par- 
ent or caretaker hitting a toddler with enough 
force to leave bruises is a danger to that baby. 
Toddlers will often have bruises on knees, shins, 
elbows, and the forehead or "midline' of the face. 
Any place on the child's body where the bone is 
close to the surface of the skin is likely to.be 
bruised in the daily effort of learning to walk. 
But, bruises on the soft parts of the baby's body, 
on the buttocks, on the thighs, on the lower back

A. Sexual exploitation of a child includes rape, 
incest, fondling, exhibitionism, or pornography. 
Children may have pain or itching, bruises or 
bleeding around the genitals, stained or bloody 
underclothes. Other signs are: 

* Venereal disease or pregnancy in very young 
teens 

* Bizarre, sophisticated or unusual sexual 
behavior or knowledge relative to child's age 

* А child's report of sexual abuse by parent or 
other person QR 
Q. What is emotional abuse? 
A. Children can be victims of parents or care- 
givers who attack their emotional development. 
by constant belittling, criticizing, humiliation, 
and insults, with no evidence of love, support or 
guidance. As a result, the child has an impaired 
ability to learn and cannot relate to others 
appropriately. They may also show: 

* Extremes in behavior from overly aggressive 
to overly passive 

* Delayed physical, emotional or intellectual 
development. 

* Failure to thrive in infants or young children. 
This means the child is not growing or develop- 
ing because of lack of food and/or care.

Q. When is a child being dangerously 
neglected? 


A. The failure to provide a child with basic 
necessities, food, clothing, shelter, medical care, 
education, or proper supervision. Signs include: 

* Constant hunger (begging for or hoarding 


food) fatigue or listlessness, poor hygiene (mat- i 


ted hair, dirty skin) 
* Unattended physical or dental problems 
* Evidence of alcohol or drug abuse by the parents

Sweeping 
changes as a 
result of FAIR 


The new Farm Bill provides 
for sweeping changes in the 
provisions to which the Farm 
Seryice Agency (FSA) and 
county officers are accustomed. 

Harry D. McGhin, state exec- 
utive director of FSA 
announced the provisions of 
the Agricultural Market Tran- 
sition Act Program (AMTA) 
this week. AMTA replaces the 
.Acreage Production Program 
in previous farm bills and 
Agriculture Secretary Dan 
Glickman has pledged that the 
U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture would work quickly to 
implement the new Farm Bill. 

Crops eligible for participa- 
tion in the AMTA are wheat, 
oats, corn, grain sorghum, bar- 
ley, upland cotton«and rice. Eli- 
gible contract acreage will be 
£àlculated for each crop using 
‘the same formula that would 
\ have been used to calculate a 
1996 Crop Acreage Base for 
the crop instead of calculating 
crop acreage bases.

All around the lake, about 
200 feet, is a ridge of land, 
higher than the surrounding 
land. It is perhaps 150 feet 
wide and runs all around the 
lake. Most of the better homes 
are built on this ridge and in 
this way the town is strung out 
around the lake on one side. 
Just back of this ridge is the 
low muck land, surrounded by 
canals. This is where the win- 
ter vegetables are raised. The 
muck is organic and will burn. 
It is not unusual to see the 
ground smoking where some 
careless person has started a 
fire. Ground, or muck, that has 
been burned is always lower by 
a few inches than it was 
before: 

It is against the law for any- 
one to start a fire on muck 
land without a permit, and 
then they must stay there to 
see it put out. Weeds grow on 
this land as large as trees, in 
only a few months' time. It isa 
queer, rather beautiful place. 
There is a profusion of flowers, 
tall plasm and trees of many 
kinds, but underneath its 
seeming placidity, there is a 
feeling of the jungle ever 
approaching. A feeling as of 
. Something ever going on, of 
millions of small things felt 
but not seen, and the nights 
are alive with sgund. It is then 
the alligators büsily forage for 
their food and all sorts of wild 
animals are to be found. Alli- 
gator hunts are a frequent 
night pastime. Life is very 
abundant and vivid here. 

The town sloops through the 
three months of summer, and 
is a dull, torpid place, but the 
first of Sept. it becomes fever- 
ishly active and remains so the 
balance of the year. A large 
portion of the population is 
Negro because of the need for 
plenty of help with the veg- 
etable farming. Beans’ and 
tomatoes are grown in large 
fields here as are cotton and 
corn in other places. And, 
unlike cotton or corm) they.

days after they are ready, or 
almost at once. So one white 
man quite often works forty or 
fifty Negroes. 

Many of the Negroes come 
from the Nassau Islands and 
are called Nassaus. They can- 
not speak English freely, 
though they seem to under- 
stand it. Their heads are flat 
on top. Perhaps this has been 
caused by their mode of carry- 
ing everything on top of their 
heads. It is not unusual to see 
them carrying huge baskets, 
-trunks, tubs or such on their 
heads. 

Of course, there are many 
American Negroes here too. 
Most of them do not marry 
legally:and they change "hus- 
bands" or "wives" quite fre- 
quently. А Negro on my broth- 
er-in-law's place had lived with 
his wife unusually long. He left 
on a short trip and came home 
to find another man had 
moved in during his absence. 
We looked for trouble, but he 
just moved in too, and that 
was all there was to it. Howev- 
er, fights are frequent among 
themselves, but the Southern 
Negro strictly stays to himself. 
Many of the Negroes are 
drifters, but the ones that stay 
the year around are much in 
demand. They are kept by the 
white people, given a place to 


„live and food, but they cannot 


work for anyone else without 
your permission. Most of them 
live back in the muck or low- 
land. 

The majority of peoople live 
more easily here than any 
place I have ever been. Many 
an uneducated man, who 
would have a hard time else- 
where to make a living, is 
quite comfortably fixed finan- 
cially, and through the sum- 
mer months travels extensive- 
ly. New York and Canada are 
spoken of there as if they were 
quite near and usual. It is a 
place of contradictions, yet fas- 
cinating. They have a saying 
there that once you get muck 
in your- shoes, you will always

go. The climate is Tropical and 
the people quite cosmopolitan. 

Now, five weeks after, our 
arrival home, on Sept. 16, 
1928, the government issued 
storm warnings. Hurricanes 
are not unusual there during 
the month of Sept., but that is 
not the only month they come. 

My brother-in-law still had 
one week of his six weeks’ time 
to spend in bed. All radio 
reports were that the Hurri- 
cane was headed toward the 
west coast of Florida. As we 
were on the East Coast, we 
were not too much disturbed, 
although we knew we would 
naturally be in for some 
stormy weather. 

Now a Hurricane is not at all 
like a cyclone. It is a straight 
wind, but travels in circles. It 
sweeps straight on, while a 
cyclone (tornado) twists and 
dips and does all sorts of 
things. Hurricanes, as a rule, 
are not greatly to be feared. If 
the homes are well built, they 
will stand up to a great deal of 
straight wind. 

The wind was blowing 
strongly on this morning, but 
my sister and I were taking 
our time about the housework 
and no one was worrying. My 
husband and brother-in-law 
were playing checkers, one 
thing he loved to do to pass 
away the time while in bed. It 
seemed to me they played a 
thousand games that five 
weeks. None of us was very 
cheerful and my husband was 
glad to be of use and help 
amuse the invalid. Besides, he 
likes to play checkers. 

What was our astonishment 
was when my father arrived, 
ordered us all to pack a bag, 
and go to his home or clear to 
the heart of the town. My 
father's home and business 
were on the lakefront, right in 
the business district, while my 
sister's home was farther down 
the lake ridge. 

Now, my father is one of the 
most fearléss individuals)! 


have ever known and many 
times when the town had been 
practically evacuated on 


account of storm warnings, my _ 


father would not move a step, 
and to insist on us taking a. 
sick man out of bed when he 
was so weak (perspiration 
broke out on him when he 
would sit up), was unthinkable 
to us. My father insisted, 
regardless of reports the storm 
was headed our way, and we 
were going with him. We threw 
a few things half-heartedly 
and rather disgustedly into a 
bag, only a change apiece. My 
father and husband carried 
Duncan wrapped in his blan- 
kets and set outfor my father's 
home. 

It was about 9 a.m, The wind 
was blowing strongly and the 
lake was stormy and rough as 
we hurried to the car. We went 
to my father's home, but after 
about an hour/he insisted we 
all stay at the home of my 
brother-in-law's mother, Mrs. 
Moran, which “was still on the 
ridge, but farther back from 
the lake, just across the street 
from my father's home. My 
father had built and sold the 
house himself and he knew 
how strongly it was construct- 
ed. 


А beautiful sand beach 
stretched out just a 100 feet 
from my father's back porch, 
and there was the lake, a mag- 
nificent view and a wonderful 
way to spend a lazy afternoon. 

Hour by hour the wind grew 
in intensity and, as other 
homes were deemed not safe, 
our little family group became 
augmented by neighbors and 
friends. By two p.m., there 
were about 30 of us in the 6- 
room house and,the wind was 
80 strong a person could not 
stand up eutside. 

We were still getting govern- 
ment reports on the radio and 
the storm was still headed 
toward the west coast. Gradu- 
ally, the wind grew stronger, 
the noise became so deafening 
‘that we coiffd only hearlone 
another speak by yelling in the 
ear. Picture if you can, this 
group of people all sitting qui- 
etly waiting. As I was the only 
one who knew shorthand, my 
ear was laid against the loud- 
speaker of the radio and as I 
would hear a faint voice broad- 
casting the new location of the 
storm center, I wrote it on a 
piece of paper and it was 
rapidly handed around the 
room until finally we knew we 
would be near the center our- 
selves, as the storm had 
changed its course and the last 
faint whisper from the radio 
faded out. 

Nothing was left then, but to 
wait and wait dumbly, like cat- 
tle for slaughter. The noise 
became so intense that we all 
had a peculiar sensation of 
deafness and tingling in our 
ears. We watched the barome- 
ter fall at a speed that seemed 
impossible. 

About 10 p.m. there was a 
sudden slacking of the wind 
and every face there was hope- 
ful. We believed the worst to be 
over. We cautiously opened the 
door and received a few more 
neighbors who had come in 
from the muck. My father and 
mother stepped outside the 
house.to look at their car 
parked just in front of the door. 
They had just come in and 
closed the door behind them

When a sudden blast shook the 
house. It did not come gradual- 
ly this time, but with the fury 
renewed many times. It was as 
if all the devils in hell were 
shouting in our ears, The 
house shook like.a leaf. А gable 
was taken off the*upstairs 
room and, all at once, we 
noticed water coming up in the. 
floor, just an іпё or two at a 
time. 

I don't believe there was a 
human being there, besides 
the children of course, who 
were not. praying to their God. 
Silently, of course, as no one 
acted frightened or became 
hysterical. 

T prayed with a new secret 
fear: The fear of losing the lit- 
tle one close to my heart. I felt 
the time was near. My face 
broke out in an agony of per- 
spiration. I hadn't even the 
comfort of my husband's pres- 
ence. Duncan clung to him des- 
perately, begging him not to 
leave him even if the house 
went down. I clung to my little 
gift and prayed. No doctor 
near. No nothing. 

The children, about 10 of 
them, were all piled on oné 
bed, Duncan on another, and 


only we didn't know why. We 
thought perhaps it was the 
rain pouring through the gable 
that was blown off. Yet I think 
each one а secret fear it 
might be lake water. 

People who were in the low 
muck land were drowned like 


,rats in a trap. Only a few had 


miraculously escaped. One 
friend of ours, when the house 
went down nd she found her- 
self outside in the pitch black 
night, whirling around, howl- — 
ing, pouring rain like hail, 
grabbed at something, she 
knew not what. It was a dead 
cow. She clung to its back, and 
when the water receded back 
to the lake, she floated up to 
the ridge and was safe. 

One mother with her three 
little children found a precari- 
ous perch on top of a floating 
roof and fought all during the 
night to keep hérself and chil- 
dren hanging on and fight off 
the snakes, rats and other ani- 
mals that sought to take 
refuge anywhere. She was 
treated for snakebite after- 
wards. ы 

We took most of our clothes 
outside into the hot sun to dry 
and many of them that looked 


on the only other bed a neigh- “all right then, mildewed weeks 


bor woman was ill. There was 
not even chairs for all of us, so 
that some of us sat on the floor 
until the water started rising. 

I think we all felt the rising 
water to be the beginning of 
the end. One side of the room, 
where my brother-in-law lay, 
suddenly caved inward as if a 
giant hand had given it a push 
and then stopped. Gradually 
now, the water stopped rising 
and the wind began to die 
down. Toward morning, those 
of us who could find any place 
to sit or lie down on slept fit- 
fully. Four of us crawled in bed 
with the ill Duncan, glad to 
have any place to relax after 
the terrible emotional strain. 
Most of us had wet feet and no 
dry shoes

nothing at all to us. I shall 
never forget my first look at 
what had happened outside. 
Such havoc and desolation was 
soul-sickening. The Everglades 
is normally a jungle of trees, 
flowers, grass, weeds or some- 
thing growing on nearly every 
inch. There was. nothing but 
ruin. The ground was swept 
clear of every blade of grass, 
then huge piles of dfiftwood, 
animals, humans, Oh, God! 
Everything. 

My father's house, at first 
glance, looked all right, but on 
closer inspection it leaned 
drunkenly to one side and the 
back end, toward the lake, was 
entirely gone. It was off the 
foundation and huge blocks big 
enough for a man to pass 
through were thrown here and 
there. The paved street which 
had separated the two houses, 
was piled high with huge 
chunks of solid muck. What 
had caused most of the damage 
was the veering of the wind 
when it had stopped suddenly 
and we thought the storm was 
over. It had been’ blowing 
toward the lake, then it 
changed and came back, bring- 
ing the lake water with it in a 
solid sheet like a cloudburst 
out over the ridge, inundating 
the low muck land behind the 
ridge. That was when the 
water came up in our floor, 


and weeks later and were 
ruined. 

We paid two Negro women 
$5 to wash the muck out of 
some of our clothes. We left 
them a while and found our 
clothes, on our return , still in 
tubs, unwashed, Negroes gone. 

Had we stayed in my father's 
home, probably none o? us 
would have been alive to tell 
the tale. My sister's home was 
not completely destroyed, but 
it had floated off its foundation 
and was damaged a great deal. 
Muck covered flooors, funiture 
and everything, and had to be 
shoveled out. We made an 
attempt to reach it the second 
day, but after climbing over 
huge chunks of muck reared 
up like icebergs on the paved 
highway, ‘sliding kndestfeep imo 
mud and slime, we gave it Up! 

Several Kütidred people ‘Had | 
stayed in the school house dur- 
ing the hurricane, only a half 
block from us. Women fainted, 
became hysterical, children 
cried and grown men were on 
their knees praying through 
the night. Pandemonium 
reigned during the night inside 
the school house as well as out- 
side. Our little group were 
silent, hardly daring to 
breathe. 

A beautiful Royal Palm just 
outside the door, was pierced 
by seven huge rafters, begin- 
ning at the ground and going 
up nearly to its leaves. About 
seven more rafters were stuck 
in an exact pattern at its foot, 
about one foot apart! My 
father's new car sat nearby 
with not a scratch on it. 

Business buildings that were 

not demólished sat crazily in 
the middle of streets. Here and 
there doors and windows were 
gone, here nothing but a 
wreck, and muck brought up 
by the lake inside buildings 
everywhere. Even the erst- 
while beautiful beach was an 
ugly thing of muck, and queer 
heaps and driftwood. The 
water, usually a beautiful blue, 
now black.

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A landscape fabric primer helps.keep weëds 


Remember the days when 
the only possible way to battle 
weeds was with the help of a 
hoe?

The first question.one may 
ask is, how are landscape fab- 
rics environmentally safe?

In the past, gardeners 
turned to regular black plastic 
bags to deter the growth of 
weeds, but this method back- 
fired when garden plants were 
literally suffocated because the 
soil couldn't "breathe" through 
the plastic. Landscape fabrics, 
on the other hand, allow plants 
to receive air, water, and vital 
nutrients, while the growth of 
weeds below the fabric is 
stopped in their tracks; 

The use of landscape fabrics 
is also а much safer route 
when compared to other weed 
preventatives, such as chemi- 
cals.

to the environment, and their 
effectiveness equals or sur- 
passes that of any yard and 
garden chemical. Besides being 
environmentally sound, land- 
scape fabrics are safe to store 
around children and pets. 

While landscape fabrics have 
been successful as a weed 
deterrent in the garden bed, 
they are useful in other areas 
as well. 

These weed-prone areas 
include around trees, plants, 
shrubs, and even in potted 
plants. Once the landscape fab- 
ric has been applied, weeds 
won't stand a chance, even in 
such hard to reach areas.
